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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the link between a data 
network telephone and a PID, as disclosed by Schuster, is not a network link. 

The Office respectively disagrees. 

According to Micrsoft computer dictionary, third edition, page 327, network is defined as a group of computers and associated devices 
that are connected by communication facilities. A network can involve permanent connections, or temporary connections made through 
telephone or communication links. Turns to fig. 1 that comprises a group of computers (108a-b), network (12, 106, 114), and PID 
devices (110a, 110b) and also the PID connection 110a to 110b made through telephone, therefore, PID link is a network link. 

Applicant argues that Schuster fails to disclose the new network link that is used to route the call to the data network telephone's new 
location is designated as an alternative network link associated with the first network link. 

The Office respectively disagrees. 

Schuster discloses, in col. 17, 1.13-67, multiple data channels in SIP may be defined through the Session Description Protocol, and 
request for a connection are options for the requested connection that described the number and type of media streams, that if the call 
device of party is unable to receive such a connection, then it will respond with alternative option values for the connection. In Fig. 7, a 
first data channel for voice data and a second data channel for PID data have been negotiated by the base application in the first data 
network telephone and the base application in the second data network telephone. 
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
